Kisticky CmW Report. — The 
report for October 1st is made from 
replies from 142 correspondents, 
representing 89 counties. 

More interesting information is 
available in regard to the tobacco 
crop than any other at this period. 
All reports show the crop housed 
early anil altogether without dam 
BgS fro.u frost. Kagerness to get 
the crop out of reach of the scorch- 
ing sun during the cutting season, 
and also as a last resort fioin the 
ravages of worms, caused a con- 
siderable per cent, of the crop to be 
cut green. As a consequence com- 
plaints of house-burn and of bad 
curing are quite common. 

Treated as a whole, the acreage, 
as compared with an average year, 
is 80. The average est iniated yield 
per acre, as given in report of Sep- 
tember 1, was 788 pounds. On 
quality 51 correspondents report 
it good, 20 give it as average, and 
43 consider it bad. Considerable 
stripping bus already been done, 
and it is quite evident that a gen- 
eral attempt to go on the market 
early is being made. 

A separation of the State in ref- 
erence to the Durk and Burley dis- 
tricts gives the following results: 
Reports from 12 principal counties 
in the export or stemming district 
show the acreage cut as compared 
with uii average year is 60, while 
the reports are almost unanimous 
that the quality is bad. Only 4 
correspondents out of a total of 18 
report quality good, 3 of these be- 
ing from one county. 

Eight counties, in extreme west- 
ern Kentucky, growing dark to- 
bacco, but not largely, for export, 
report acreage cut, as compared 
with an average year, 81. Hers, 
too, we have a general condition of 
poor quality, not a single report of 
"quality good" being received out 
of a total of 13 reports. 

In the Burley district 35 of the 
principal tobacco-growing counties 
report the acreage cut, aseompared 
with an average year, 93. On qual- 
ity, out of a total of 48 correspond- 
ents, 37 report quality good, 7 re- 
port it as an average, while only 4 
consider it bad. 

The number of acres of clover 
cut for MM!, ns compared with an 
average year, Is 78, and the yield 
as compared with an average year, 
is 79. The rank growth of weeds 
springing up in the crop during 
the growing season caused consid- 
erable decrease in acreage, and, by 
interfering with the careful hand- 
ling of the crop while being cut 
and hulled, is also responsible for 
the decreased average of yield. 

Early indications point to a de- 
creased acreage of wheat. This 
tendency may be checked to some 
extent by the favorable seeding 
conditions prevailing since the last 
days of September. Many corre- 
spondents report corn as yielding 
much less than was anticipated 
earlier, and it is quite probable 
that subsequent reports will show 
a great discrepancy between indi- 

The number of hogs being fed 
for market, as compared with an 
average year, is 86; weight as sim- 
ilarly compared is 94. Hogs have 
been sold otf very closely during 
the entire year, und the average 
given is only maintained by the 
fact that many pigs are being fed. 
The high average or weights is due 
to higs being In much better flf-'h

In view of the advanced 
season no great benefit will be de- 
rived in improvement from late 
rains. Stock water, which was 
running low, is now abundant. 

Chinch bugs are still abundant, 
and many farmers are holding up 
sowing wheat on that account. No 
damage to wheat from them this 
fall need be apprehended, but as to 
their presence next year only the 
future can decide. In the mean- 
time no opportunity should be lost 
of destroying such rubbish about 
the farm ns might offer harboring 
places during the winter. Old 
straw-ricks in the fields should be 
examined, and when found to be 
infested with bugs should he fired.

IWIIIIIII, ImL, Oct. 10. --Evi- 
dences of tt horrible tragedy Wert* dis- 
covered Friday morning at the home 
of Atheri Hruv. a farm, r. living three 
miles from this city. The bodies o 
Br«y, his wife and their two children, 
aged two and nine, upon the Hour of a 
bedroom, told the story. 

Bray was still alive, but the others 
were dead. '1 he father cvpircd shortly 
after the discovery without gaining 
consciousness. 

A bloody ax and raror were lying at 
his side, and he committed the butch 
ery with these. 

Bray was aged ISO. a member of tilt 
Friends' church. He had always haftn* 
a good rcputat ion. 

Bray had not lieen in good health for 
MM Han*, lie had often complained 
of a pain iu his head. 

Mrs. Dora W ay w as the domestic in 
tin- household, and she was the ,,ul) 
one who escaped. She was sleeping in 
u side roo m w ith the youngest child, 
Edna, aged J. 

Bray struck his w ife, Emma, aged 
in the head with an ax. He then cut 
her throat with a ra/.or. Carl, aged 
nine, was killed iu the same w ay. 

The insane murderer then proceeded 
to Mrs. Way's room and silently drew 
his sleeping child from under the cov- 
ers, taking her into an ad joining room, 
where he put her to death. After that 
he slashed the ra/.or acros, his own 
throat, cutting it from ear to ear. 

Mrs. Way knew nothing of wha* had 
happened until the aros • to prepare 
the brcakfnst, when the bloo.lv bodies 
met her sight. 

Mrs Bray was a daughter of Daniel 
Burgess, a leading merchant of New- 
cattle. The family has been pronii- 
tn nt in this county. 

Mrs. Bray and the children had been 
struck by some blunt instrument and 
evidently stunned before the ra/.or was 
used. She was found lying on a bed 
and the oldest child, a boy, on a 
lounge. Both died without a strug- 
gle. The partially deaf hired girl 
w as not aw ak ncd, although a younger 
child, a little girl who slept beside her 
was taken into another room 
and then killed. Bray was found ly- 
ing on the porch outside iiiicoiiscion.- 
aiul died shortly afterwards. He had 
been sick for some time with typhoid 
fever and was probably iusane at the 
time of the tragedy. 

Jnndrctls from this city visited the 
place Friday. It is the most horrible 
tragedy ever committed in this county 
and every one is in a fever of excite- 
ment.
